| the strange claim set up fifty years | 


ago by a Montreal newspaper of the 
period known as L’Ordre. The story 
was that in 1812, an Iroquois chief 
{named Garrabaldeh (meaning “mighty 
in war’) came from Western New 
York to Lower Canada. He died in 
| 1820, leaving a son named Joseph, 
whose name was known as Garibalde. 
He was taken charge of by a_ priest 
who took him with him to Italy and 
educated him there. There, in accorJ- 
ance with the language of the country, 
he was known as Guiseppe instead 
of Joseph, and was taught to write 
his surname Garibaldi. It was claim- 
ed by the newspaper already quoted 
that Garibaldi, at this time half a 
century ago, corresponded regularly 
with his uncle, one Francis Garibalde, 
of Sorel. Strange as it may appear, 
, in view of the apparently well estak- 
lished fact of the Italian general hav- 
ing been a native of Nice, and born 
of respectable and well-known parents, 
the claim of L'Ordre was taken quite 
seriously by some people of the per-

AN IMPROVEMENT IN CONDITION 
OF THE RED MAN 


Annual Report of the Department of 
Indian Affairs is this Year the 
Most Satisfactory Yet Issued—Only 


Province Showing a Decline is Brit.) 


ish Columbia, Where Indians Re- 
sent Intrusions of White Men. 


Ottawa.—The report of the depart- 
ment of Inuiun uifairs for the tiscal 
year ending March 31 last is out. It 
is the most satisfactory yet issued by 
the department, suowing a mild win- 
ter and the development of settlement 
in the west have made tnings much 
better for the aborigines. ‘Ine only 
province which shows any moral de- 
cline, says the report, is British Co- 
lumbia, but this is due to the fact 
that it is the last of the Canadian 
west to feel the effects of white ‘‘civil- 
ization” in the districts in which 
Indians are chiefly located. 

The entrance of railways with its 
accompanying influx of settlers into 


what the tribes have from time im-| 


memorial regarded as their hunting 
grounds and fishing stations, has 
created more especially on the north- 
west coast and in the Naas and 
Scheent river distticts, a feeling of 
unrest, which has been fanned into 


strength by outside agitators actuated |

The Indians claim that under the, 


old proclamation and in other ways 


their rights to the country until sur-/| 


rendered by them are recognized and 
assured, which reduces the issue to 
one between them and the provincial 
government. The whole matter is 
ing gone into by the department of 
justice and the department is watch- 
ng the interests of the Indians in 
expectation of an early and peaceful 
solution of the difficulty. The In- 
dians are commencing to appreciate 
the advantages of attention to the 
white man’s modes of living and of 
agriculture, and the result is shown in 
increased prosperity and comfort. The 
earning of the Indians in the year 
under review increased by over $83,- 
000. 

The report of the department of 
Indian affairs shows that there are 
now in the Indian reserves of the 
country 110,597 Indians, as compared 
with 111,043 during the previous year, 
a net decrease of 446. 
2.499 Indian births during the year 
while there were but 2,102 deaths, 
leaving a net increase of 397 in the 
aboriginal population. While the re- 
ports from the various reserves still 
continue to tell of the ravages of alco- 
hol among the Indians, it is evident

London.—The Irish and English 
coasts are lined with wreckage, and 
grave fears are felt that the hurricane, 
which is hourly increasng in violence, 
will claim the largest death toll of re- 
cent gales. Already 150 persons are 

reported to have perished. 


fany big vessels have either found-| 


ered or been driven ashore, while 
numberless fishing smacks are miss- 
ing, and are believed to have sunk. 
Corpses are being washed ashore at 
numerous places, Sixteen passengers 
and sailors are known to have perish- 
ed: in the foundering of the steamer 
Heathfield, which went down in the 
North Sea, while twenty are believed 
to have died on the steamer Cramford, 
missing from Hartlepool and thought 
to have sunk. 

Many small groups of fishing boats 
are reported missing from ports along 
the coast, and it is almost certain they 
have perished, for even large steamers 
had great difficulty in remaining 
afloat in the high seas that are run- 
ning.

Booms the Climate. 

Following on Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
eloquent eulogy of the Canadian cli- 
Red Deer reegntly, which 
has received wide circulation in the 
press, London, Eng., has had a visit 
from R. F. Stunart, the director of 
Canada’s splendid meteorological ser- 
vice. In an interview with a re- 
porter, Mr. Stupurt said: 

“The Canadian climate is not 
something we need be ashamed of; 
it is one of the assets of the country.” 

Mr. Stupart went into a variety of 
details which will be invaluable to 
those in England who are stimulating 
the emigration movement, but which 
are well-known to Canadians. I will 
only quote what he said regarding 
the area which has been so promin- 
ently brought into notice by Earl 
Grey’s teur and the movement for the 
railway to Hudson Buy. 

“We established fully equipped 
stations last year in the valloy of the 
Mackenzie River from Northern <Al- 
berta right to the Aretie coust line. 
We are thus gradually extending the 
network of stations and will know a 
good deal about the climate of that 
northern region very shortly. There 
is, however, every reiison to suppose 
that grain will riven in the valley of 
the Mackenzie river very nearly, if 
not quite as far as the Arctic cirele 
That does not hold good as you come 
eastward towards Hudson Bay. The 
prevalence of eastern winds in the 
region of the ‘barren lands’ keeps the 
temperature rather low, and there is 
liable to be a great deal of rainy, 
drizzly weather. Westward towards 
the Mackenzie River the climate is 
quite favorable for settlement, and I 
think that far north country is a 
region which will be found to be quite 
an important part of the Dominion, '
